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On February 6, 2004, deputies responded to an assistance request regarding a man shooting at 
deputies and at a Department helicopter. In their presence, Suspect Kenneth Counts fired numerous 
rounds at the helicopter. Fearing for the safety of the deputies in the helicopter, Deputies Alsky, 
Matlock, and Kovach fired several rounds from their Department-issued AR-15 rifles at Counts, as 
Deputy White fired one round from his Department-issued shotgun. 


On August 12, 2004, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted a review 
regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated by the committee were: 
3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3-01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly Force; 3-01/025.10, 
Unreasonable Force; and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards. Concerning: 


3-01/025.00, Use of Force, 3-01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly Force, and 3-01/025.10, 
Unreasonable Force, the Committee determined that the force used by all deputies was reasonable 
and necessary and in compliance with Department policy. 


3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, the Committee determined that the tactics employed by all 
personnel in this incident were within Department Policy. The Committee recognized that two 
sergeants have received Region commendations for their command and control of the incident, and 
recommended that the helicopter pilot and observer be considered for commendations for their 
bravery and application to duties.

LIGHTING OR WEATHER CONDITIONS: 


The incident occurred during the hours of darkness with standard city strect lighting and 
some ambient lighting provided by a porch light near the area the suspect was shooting. 
The night was clear and dry with no appreciable wind. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEES STATEMENTS: 


Deputy Timothy Alsky, di 


Deputy Alsky, on the day of the incident, was assigned to Carson Station Unit 163A4, a two man 
car, working in the Carson Station area. He was wearing a Sheriff's Department Class 
A uniform with Sam Brown gun belt. 


Deputy Alsky said that he was alerted to the situation by Sheriff's radio traffic of someone 
shooting a gun and responded from his area in Carson to the intersection of Sloan Ave. and 
Palmer St. Upon his arrival he saw deputies crouched behind vehicles parked in the area. He 
asked those deputies where an AR-15 was needed, and was directed north on Sloan Ave. He and 
his partner ran north to a new location and heard gunshots as he arrived. 


He contacted Sergeant Kim from Compton Station, who told him that they needed to acquire a 
better position that would allow them to see the suspect, who was standing up a long driveway at 
WN. Sloan Ave. They ran through backyards, jumping fences, until they reached the rear yard 
a. Sloan Ave. which allowed them a visual up the suspect driveway. They took a position 
behind a wooden fence that had a 18 inch wide block wall on the north side of the wooden fence 
with Sergeant Kim behind the house on the south side of the fence. This position gave him a 
clear view up the suspect driveway as well as better cover than the wooden fence (refer Exhibits 
F&G). 
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He said that due to “horrible lighting” he was unable to see the suspect, except when the aero 
unit lit up the driveway (refer Exhibits D & E). He heard on the radio that the suspect was out 
of the house and he could see the suspect get into an SUV that was parked on the driveway. He 
heard on the radio that a news helicopter had advised that the suspect was inside the SUV pulling 
out more weapons. As the suspect stood behind the door of the vehicle he said “all of a sudden, 
all helt broke loose. He started shooting in rapid succession.” He said he could see muzzle 
flashes going up in the air, he saw the Department helicopter above and he had been told earlier 
that the suspect had been shooting at the helicopter. 


He thought that the suspect was again trying to shoot down the helicopter. Fearing that the 
suspect was going to kill the helicopter personnel or other deputies on the ground, himself 
included, he fired two rounds from his issued AR-15. He also heard the deputies on the roof to 
his north fire their weapons (unknown how many rounds). The suspect immediately stopped 
shooting. He said that when he fired he could see that his backdrop was a garage behind the 
SUV and he was aware that the houses in the area had been evacuated.

Deputy Matlock, on the day of the incident, was assigned to Century Station Unit 213D, a two 
man car, with his partner Deputy Richard White working the city of Lynwood. He was wearing 
a Sheriff's Class A uniform with vest and Sam Brown type gun belt. 


Deputy Matlock said that while they were in the area of 134 St. and Alameda St., they heard a 
radio broadcast from Compton Station unit 281A, Deputy Phillipi, that he was being fired at by a 
suspect —— They responded to assist in the containment, and upon arrival he 
heard several large caliber gun shots. He advised Sergeant Vera, who was establishing the 
containment, that he was deploying an AR-15, and then, along with Deputy White and Deputy 
Kovach, began evacuating the residents on the west side of Sloan Ave. 


When they reached Sloan Ave., they were advised that the remaining house on the west side 
had been evacuated. At this point it was determined that they had the best tactical position as 
they were directly across from the suspect’s location. He and Deputy Kovach, also deployed 
with an AR-15, determined that it was to their tactical advantage to take a position on the roof of 

Sloan Ave. and Deputy White, armed with a shotgun loaded with rifle slugs, would take a 
position inside the residence at J Sloan Ave. Shortly after taking his position on the roof, the 
Aero Unit advised that they could see the suspect moving between the house and a dark colored 
Chevy Suburban which was parked in the driveway. Additional radio traffic from the Aero Unit 
indicated that the suspect was retrieving a tactical helmet and body armor. 


Deputy Matlock said that seconds after he heard that information, he heard large caliber rifle fire 
and saw a muzzle flash coming from behind the Suburban. He said the muzzle flash was 
directed upward, and believed the suspect was shooting at the Aero Unit. Fearing that the 
suspect might hit the deputies in the aero unit or disable the helicopter causing it to crash, thus 
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endangering people on the ground, he fired five rounds from his AR-15 rifle at the suspect. 
After firing, he moved his position to the north to acquire a better observation of the north side 
of the suspect’s location. Moments after changing his position, he heard a large caliber rifle shot 
which he believed came from the interior of the suspect’s location. He then saw Deputy Kovach 
fire one or two rounds, who Deputy Kovach said he could see firing from inside the location, in 
the direction of the suspect’s location. No more rounds were fired and he was relieved by 
Special Enforcement personnel. 


Deputy Charles Kovach EF ш 


Deputy Kovach, on the day of the incident, was assigned to Century Station Unit 216H. He was 
wwearing a Sheriff's Class A uniform with Sam Brown gunbelt. 


Deputy Kovach said that he was inside Century Station when he heard over the station P. A. 
system that a Compton Station deputy was requesting immediate assistance in the 600 block of 
N. Sloan Ave. in the city of Compton, regarding a suspect shooting at him with a high caliber 
rifle. When he arrived at the scene, he along with Deputies Matlock and White, began 
evacuating the residents on the west side of Sloan Ave. After evacuating the residence at| 
Sloan Ave. he and Deputy Matlock took a position on the roof as Deputy White took a position 
inside the residence. He said while this was occurring, the suspect had exited the location at| 
and fired several rounds at the Aero Unit. 


After a short period of time the suspect exited the location and entered a Chevy Suburban parked 
in the driveway. He received information that the suspect was putting a bullet proof vest and 
helmet on and was retrieving another assault rifle from the interior of the Suburban. As the Aero 
Unit made a low orbit over the suspect, he saw the suspect fire rounds at the Aero Unit from a 
high powered rifle. Believing that the deputies in the Aero Unit were in danger and that the high 
powered rifle could bring the helicopter down causing injuries to people on the ground, he fired 
six to eight rounds from his AR-15 at the suspect. The suspect ceased firing at the helicopter and 
ran back inside the house. 


He maintained his position on the roof and a short time later was advised that Special 
Enforcement Bureau personnel were going to relieve deputies on the perimeter coming from the 
south. He saw the suspect firing rounds in a southwesterly direction, which is where S.E.B. 
personnel were moving up to his location. He established a silhouette sight picture of the 
suspect inside the location and fearing for the lives of S.E.B. personnel as well as his and Deputy 
Matlock's life, he fired two or three rounds at the suspect through the west facing window the 
suspect was firing through. The suspect stopped firing and he was relieved by Special 
Enforcement Bureau personnel.

Deputy White, on the day of the incident, was assigned to Century Station Unit 213D, a two тап 
car, with his partner Deputy Scott Matlock working the city of Lynwood. He was wearing a 
Sheriff's Class A uniform with vest and Sam Brown type gun belt. 


Deputy White said that while they were in the area of 134" St. and Alameda St., they heard a 
radio broadcast from Compton Station unit 281A, indicating that he was being fired at by a 
suspect Em | They responded to assist in the containment, and upon arrival he 
heard several large caliber gun shots. He along with Deputy White and Deputy Kovach, began 
evacuating the residents on the west side of Sloan Ave. When they reached Sloan Ave., they 
were advised that the remaining houses on the west side had been evacuated 


After completing the evacuation of the residents at IN. Sloan Ave. he positioned himself 
inside the kitchen of the residence. He chose this position because it would provide him with 
concealment ff and it gave him a good shooting background which consisted of a garage type 
structure. He loaded his shotgun with rifled slugs due to the distance between himself and the 
last known position of the suspect and the fact that he would have to fire through a closed 
window, as he was unable to open it. 


After several minutes the Aero Unit advised that the suspect had a helmet and vest on and was 
outside the location on the driveway and armed. Although he was unable to see the suspect, he 
did hear several rapid gunshots and saw large high caliber muzzle flashes coming from the back 
of the vehicle parked on the driveway of the location. He was able to determine that the muzzle 
flashes were directed upward toward the Aero Unit and heard the Acro Unit advise that they 
were being fired upon. He stated that he feared for the lives of the helicopter personnel as well 
as the deputies on the ground. Based on this fear, he fired one round from his shotgun at the 
suspect and heard several rounds being fired from the personnel on the roof. 


The suspect re-entered the location and several minutes later he saw muzzle flashes and heard 
gunfire coming from behind a metal security screen which faced toward him. He said this 
gunfire appeared to be directed in a southerly direction. Shortly afterward he was relieved by 
Special Enforcement Bureau personnel. 


WITNESSES STATEMENTS: 


Sergeant Steve Kim E | 


Sergeant Kim said that at approximately 2200 hours he heard a radio call of a person screaming 
for help at Muriel Ave. A short time later the call was updated to a gun shot victim at that 
location. A crime broadcast was initiated wherein the suspect was identified as Kenneth Counts 
and a possible location for where he lived. Moments later he heard on the radio that Deputy 
Phillipi was being fired at in the 600 block of Sloan Ave. He also heard the Aero unit, which 
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was above the Sloan Ave. location, advise that they could see the suspect and that he was also 
firing at them with a long rifle. 


When he arrived at the location he heard gun shots coming from the suspect’s location. A 
containment was established and he and Deputy Alsky, who was armed with an AR-15, made 
their way to a backyard across from the suspect’s location. Several minutes after their arrival, 
they were joined by Deputies Matlock, Kovach, and White. Deputy White, armed with a 
shotgun with rifle slugs, evacuated the residents at (IN. Sloan Ave. and then took a position 
inside the house. Deputies Matlock and Kovach climbed onto the roof of the residence where 
they deployed with AR-15 rifles. 


He saw the suspect entering and exiting the house, moving between the house and a vehicle 
parked in the driveway near the rear door of the house. He then saw the suspect standing behind 
the open passenger door of the vehicle and, based on the muzzle flashes, determined the suspect 
was shooting at the Aero unit. The Aero unit also advised that the suspect was firing at them. At 
this time he heard numerous rounds being fired from the rooftop by Deputies Matlock and 
Kovach as well as two or three rounds fired by Deputy Alsky, who was standing beside him on 
the ground. Several minutes passed and he then heard gun shots coming from the interior of the 
suspect’s location and saw muzzle flashes through a window facing him and the deputies that 
were with him. It appeared that the suspect was firing at them. He then heard one of the 
deputies on the roof fire two or three rounds toward the suspect. A short time later he and the 
deputies were relieved by personnel from the Special Enforcement Bureau, the suspect 
surrendered and was taken into custody. 


Deputy Thomas Bogdan + жш 


Deputy Bogdan said that he was working as the observer in Air-21 and responded to the area of 

S. Muriel Ave., Compton regarding an assault with a deadly weapon just occurred at that 
location. He received additional information about the suspect's vehicle and possible place of 
residence on Sloan Ave. between Elm St. and Palmer St. 


He responded to the Sloan Ave. location and saw a vehicle matching the description of the 
suspect vehicle parked on the south side of a gray duplex. He illuminated the vehicle and saw a 
Sheriff's radio car drive up to and stop in front of the location. He then heard emergent radio 
traffic from that unit, advising that he heard gun shots coming from the location. 


He continued to orbit above the location and saw the suspect standing on the south side of the 
location next to the open passenger door of the suspect vehicle, pointing a rifle directly at the 
helicopter. As he watched the suspect through binoculars, he saw the suspect fire approximately 
5 to 6 times at the helicopter. He continued the orbit and the suspect fired 5 to 6 more times at 
the helicopter. He assisted in establishing a containment by ground units as well as setting up 
positions for deputies armed with long rifles. He remained on scene until he ran low on fuel and 
was relieved by Long Beach Air Unit “Аіг-Еох.” 
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Deputy Jason Phillipi 000 


Deputy Phillipi said that he heard a radio broadcast of an assault with a deadly weapon which 
indicated the suspect was Kenneth Counts and that he lived in a duplex on Sloan Ave. between 
Elm St. and Palmer St. in Compton. He responded to Sloan Ave. and began checking the area 
for Suspect Counts and/or his vehicle. 


As he was driving southbound in a marked radio car at approximately 5 MPH, he heard 6 to 7 
gun shots coming from the residence at ESSERE which was directly cast of where he 
was located. He saw muzzle flashes coming down the driveway toward his position. He 
identified the suspect’s location to responding, assisting units and heard Air-21 state that Suspect 
Counts was shooting at them. He joined the arrest team which was located on Sloan Ave. south 
of the location and continued to hear sporadic gun fire coming from Suspect Count's location. 


After Suspect Count’s was taken into custody, he was assigned to transport Suspect Counts to 
Compton Station. During the drive to the station, Suspect Counts made several statements. 
These statements included that he had been looking for deputies to shoot, specifically “Deputy 
Golden.” He also said that the deputies were “lucky” that they did not approach the house 
because he waiting “to shoot them.” He also admitted to shooting at the deputies that were 
located “in front of him.” 


SUSPECT STATEMENTS: 
Suspect Kenneth Counts, BK#9005467 


Suspect Counts said that after he had shot his [Ee her new —— be had gone 
“into a zone.” He remembered there were helicopters over his home, but he did not know if the 
helicopters were in the area because of him or not. He said he fired “multiple times” into the air 
as he “argued with himself.” 


He turned his televison on and saw his house on the news. During this time he was talking on 
the phone with a person named “Maria” (Sergeant Maria Burwell, CNT). At one point he went 
to his vehicle and someone shot at him. To protect himself, he returned fire, but he did not know 
who was shooting at him, stating that no onc had identified themselves as Sheriff's Deputies. He 
later said that the “police” had been shooting at him. During the interview, he would vacillate 
between admitting and denying that he had been in a gun battle with law enforcement. 
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
